I'arliatiunt  in   1S.S2  to  liuild  a  railway  from  (jueU-c  to  some  iM>ir<  le 

Ottawa  River  near  Carillon,  ami  lo  open  a  rich  sec-tion  of  coitntiv  n){ 
alon>;  the  liase  of  the  l.aurentian  Mountains.  Construction  was  liegun 
about  iHH.j  at  St.  Jerome,  and  was  slowly  pushed  eastward  until  it  reached 
Montcalm,  a  distance  of  twenty-eifjht  miles. 

In  the  meantime  a  raihv;  y,  tliirty-five  miles  in  length,  had  1«;en  built 
under  the  name  of  "  The  Lower  l.aurentian  Railway,"  running  from  Riviere 
a  I'ierre  to  a  junction  with  the  Piles  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
near  St.  Tite.  From  St.  Tite.  twenty  miles  had  I)een  built,  under  the  C.reat 
Northern  charier,  to  St.  Ronifacc.     In   i,S,S9,  therefore,  the  (iieal  Xorthern

Past 
St.  (labriel,  Jacques  Cartier  River  is  crosi.ed,  the  tall  of  which  is  utilized  for 
generating  the  jmwer  to  light  the  City  of  Quel>e<  In  spite  of  the  distiiiice 
from  the  sea,  this  river  is  famed  for  its  salmon  fTshing. 

Valcartier  is  an  agricultural  .settlement  e.\fin<ling  for  scmie  miU .-.  back
